BOISE- A Buhl legislator wants 
to outlaw a so-called “date rope 
drug” known as gamma hydroxy- 
butyrate before it becomes popu- 
lar in Idaho. 

Republican Rep. Celia Gould is 
asking the Lc^atureto consider 
-the drug a Schedule One con- 
trolled substance, like heroin, so 
law enforcement officials hove 
the ability to stop people- from 
nrodueihg and selling it. Schedule 
One penalties, include up to life 
' impnsoninent and up to $25,000 . 
in fines. . . 

Expens say that, in small doses, 
tho arug creates euphoria and 
relaxation, but higher doses can 
lead to amnesia, comas or death.

House approves dozen charter schools for state 


BOISE — Legislation authorizing charter schools 
is headed to the Idaho Senate after winning over- 
whelming approval in the House Friday. 

At the request of chief sponsor Rep. Fred Tilman, 
R-Boisc, the House^voted 61-4 for a Dili allowing up 
to 12 charter public schools in the state starting 
next July. 

The spools would be public, would hove public 
school funding from the state and would be subject 
to some resmedons, such os using certified teach- 
ers, having open enrollment and meeting special 
education requirements. 

But. they would bo freed from most of the con- 
straints on regular public schiooLs and sponsors said 
they hoped that would lead to innovation and 
experimentation to improve education. 

Similar bills have died in the post in the Senate, 


but this year, Senate Education Chairman Gary 
Schroeder backs the legislation and its chances of 
passage arc considered good. . 

Tilmon told House members the legislation has . 
“tremendous support" after a series of statewide 
hearings last year. 

One sponsor, Rep. Pat Bicter, D-Boisc, said sever- - 
ol groups have approached him with plans to form 
. charter public schools. He raised these possibilities: 

• Formation of a conservotive, traditional school, 
with uniforms,' stressing the classics and Latin. 

• Another group wonts to combine on Asian lan- 
guage, perhaps Japanese, with English in the first 
few grades, mth the goal of producing bilingual sm- 
dents. 

• A group is inicrcstcd in art and musie, and may 
seek a charter to operate a small school centered on 
development of music skills and other arts.

A little Q & A on investment strategies

Many readers want to know 
where they should invest money. 
Today, here are answers to some 
most-o^ed questions: 

Q. Since Warren Buffett is this 
country’s most successful 
investor, why shouldn’t I just buy 
what he buys? 

A. Because you never know 
when he is going to sell. You 
could be left holding the bag. 

Q. In a recent column you said, 


“The time to invest money is 
when you have it.” I’ve been 
approached by a “market timer.” 
What do you think of that strate- 
gy? 

A. Not much. Over the past 10 
years 50 percent of the sto^ mar- 
ket gain took place in only 10 of 
those 120 months. 1 doubt if many 
“market timers” can pick the “big 
gain" periods in advance. Also, 
“in-and-out” commissions mount 
up. 

Q. My broker, who makes all 
buy and sell decisions in my 


account, substantially under-per- 
formed market averages in 1996, 
and last year he actually lost 
money. Should I switch brokers? 

A. Yes. Any broker who materi- 
ally under-performed in 1996 and 
lost money last year when stocks 
were up 22.6 percent, should be 
replaced. 

Q. I’m considering buying 
bonds, because Pm nervous about 
the stock market. But if interest 
rates rise, won’t my long-term 
bonds decline in price? 

A. Yes, but if you “ladder” your 


maturities • some short, some 
medium, some long - you need not 
worry about interest rate ups and 
downs. 

Q. What do you think of bond 
funds? 

A. I would rather own individ- 
■ ual bond^ With which you cannot 
lose money if you hold them to 
maturity. There also is a stated 
interest rate that cannot change 
during the life of the bond. If 
you’re tempted to buy bond 
funds, read the prospectus care- 
fully before buying.

Genesee, said Friday he found 
notliing new, in the advisory that 
would convince him to dcr^ the 
bill he presented at the request of 
Right to Life of Idaho to outlaw 
soealled portiol'birth abortions. 

Ihc legal opinion, prepared by 
Deputy Attorney General 
William von Togen, concluded 
that based on previous court rul- 
ings, Mndci's bill likely would be 
held unconstitutional because of 
its restrictions on abortions. 

, The advisory said the Idaho 
proposal was similar to Ohio leg- 



islation and almost identi- 
cal or similar to laws 
enacted in Arizona and 
Nebraska. AH three 
have been enjoined 
or struck down by 
courts. 

Madcr disputed 
the conclusion. He 
said there ore “substantial differ- 
ences” between his Icmslation 
and the Ohio law and the other 
measures. 

Eight states currently enforce 
laws that supporters contend only 
outlaw so-called partial-birth 
abortion. But courts have blocked 
enforcement or declared the laws 
illegal in 11 other states, indud- . 
ing neighboring Montana. 

The courts generally have 
ruled that the law is so broadly 


written and ill-defined that it 
could ban the overwhelming 
nuijority of all abortions after the 
first tfai^ months of pregnonQr. 

The content of tho^ rejected 
laws, and the Right'to Life of 
Idaho bill, also ore identical to 
legislation approved twice by 
Congress but vetoed b^ President 
Clinton. A key provision defines 
partial-birth abortion os a proce- 
dure in which a docor “paniolly 
vamnoHy delivers a living fetus 
before Itilling the fetus and com- 
pleting the d^very." 

Von Togen's analysis said the 
Idaho proposal is even stricter 
than the Ohio statute rejected by 
federal courts. The exception 
allowing the procodure if the 
mother’s health is threatened is 
narrower in the Idaho law. '

Palmer’s attorney, Gara 
- 'Newman, reminded the court 
' <hat although Palmer is charged 
•' [ .with possession of a controlled 
’ substance, his wife made the buy. 

' She also said that undl his son 


was bom, Palmer said he hadn't, 
had a good reason to live. Now he 
wiuits to be a good father. 

Palmer violated probadon by 
not informing his probadon offi> 
cor of a change of address. 
Palmer’s attorney insists Palmer 
left a recorded message for Us 
probadon officer, but i^tokenly 
gave him the wrong address. 

With tears in his eyes. Palmer 
told the court he’d never been in 
a drug treatment program, that 
he’d never admitted he had -a 
problem before. He also said he 
didn’t believe he was a threat to 
society. 

“You of all people had to know 
with your record by violating pro- 
badon you’d bo in big trouble," 
Granata sold. 

Granata said ho had no choice 
but to revoke Palmer’s probadon. 
He reinstated his prison term 
retaining jurisdiction for 180* 
days. He is recommending drug 
treatment. 

Smyser said drug use has a 
“ripple effect" in the community 
and usage and trafficking affect 
everyone. He shid it is his policy 
to* seek rchabilitadon whenever 
possible for drug users rather 
than prison terms. 

Westmoreland, 25, who was 
chased down and handcuffed 
after running from police at 


Kmart Jon. 2, admitted to failing 
to show up at Genesis House, a 
drug rehaDilltotion program in 
Seatde. 

Smyser told the court he 
believed Westmoreland’s intent 
to dean up his act and get help 
was nothing more than a “hollow 
daim," a way to get out of jail 
and run. 

Public defender Robert 
Crandall said Westmoreland fully 
intended to complete probation 
and got within a ^ori distance of 
Genesis House when ho “got 
scared.” 

Crandall said Westmoreland is 
concerned his decision would 
affect others’ chances of going to 
Genesis House, and he didn’t 
want that to happen because of 
his example. 

Crandall also said 
Westmoreland believes he needs 
to get out of Idaho, that there ore 
TOO many people wTio ihllucnce 
him here and too many drugs arc 
too readily availobic. 

Granata revoked 

Westmoreland’s probation and 
reinstoicd his 1 1/2- to S-ycar 
prison sentence on both his 
charges to run concurrently.

But on a giant, uninhobited 
ocean of ice, if .you come octoss a 
rock tbm is a gpod chance it fell 
from the sky. >lmd Antarctica’s 
dimate - remoteness, extreme 


cold, winds, old ice - mokes it a 
perfect place to find meteorites 
that ore thousands or millions of 
years old, scientists say. 

Ralph P. Harvey, principal 
investigator for ANSMET, writes, 
“As the East Antarctic ice sheet 
blows toward the margins of the 
continent, its progress is occa- 
sionally blocked by mountains or 
obstructions below the surface of . 
the ice. In these areas, old deep 
ice is pushed to the surface and 
con bMomc stagnant, with very 
' little outflow and consent, slow 
inflow.” 

When such places are exposed 
to strong winds, he writes, mas- 
sive deflation removes large vol- 
umes of ice and prevents snow 
occumulation while leaving a 
deposit'of meteorites on the sur- 
face. 

Studying old meteorites can 
help scientists theorize how the 
universe was formed and gives 
• them a glimpse of what other 
planets, stars and moons ore com- 
posed of. 

Harvey says “finding other- 
worldly things” on Eorut is less , 
— expensive-than-gaihering sam- - 
pics in space. Hunting meteorites . 
at subzero temperatures with a 
strong wind and no modem com- 
forts is worth the time and dis- 
comfort 

“The ANSMET specimens are 
currently the only reliable, con- 
tinuous source of new, nonmicro- 
scopic extratciTestrial material,” 
he writes, “and will continue to 
be imtil future plonetoo' sample-' 
return missions are succc^ful.”

Mouth guards play vital 
role In high school sports 

I noticed in "Da Ref" on 
Friday, Feb. 6, a question from 
Martha in Malta about why those 
“poor dears” {girls playing bas- 
ketball) must be forced to wear 
"those big tooth guards.” The 
question and the response both 
reflect a lack of awareness I’d 
like to comment on. 

The Idaho High School 
Activities Association has wisely 
chosen to require all hi^ school 
athletes to wear mouth guards 
while playirfg in a basketball 
gome. Statistics will quickly bear 
out the value of this essential 
piece of athletic equipment. No 
mouth guard is even remotely as 
uncomfortable as a fracture or 
dislodged tooth or lacerated lip, 
or even a concussion. It is even 
more disturbing to know that 
such injuries ore preventable by 
wearing a properly-fitted mouth 
guard. If the coach or trainer 
doesn't know how to fit the 
mouth gi^d, he should just ask 
any dentist. 


Maybe Malta is too isolated, 
but Kent McClcary should know 
■better than to say what he did 
about the mouth guards. He 
almost flippantly implied that a 
few lost teeth or a "bit tongue" 
would be the normal price for 
ploying basketball. 

Furthermore, as Brad Bowlin 
reported in your paper at the 
beginning of the basketball sea- 
son, custom mouth guards arc 
. normally around 585, but den- 
tists in the Magic Valley have 
volunteered to make them for 
the teams for SIS each. That is 
mere pennies compare to the 
cost of orthodontics or the treat- 
ment of any injury to the mouth. 

I hope the rule is kept next 
year. The athletes will adapt to 
wearing the mouth guards with a 
little mental effort. As for Idaho 
being the only state to require 
this piece of equipment, I 
express my pride in living in a 
place with such concern and 
foresight.

To 
change that, he may have to 
resort to the challenging move 
that has raised the bar in figure 
skadng. 

The long program highlights 
CBS-TV’s Saturday ni^t cover- 
age of the games.

Woman meets guardian angel before her death

JEROME - Do we have guardian 
angels? We sure do, and some of 
look just like the good neighbor across 
thestTMt. 

Lwt month, a Jerome woman told her 
fmnily and friends that she owed her 
life to a concerned neighbor named 
Alvin Taylor. 

For eight hours, Laura Stoltz was 
trapped in the alley behind her home in 
near-freezing temperatures and with 
rain, sleet and sriow pounding down on 
her. Until her guardian ongef appeared. 

At about 2 p.m. on Jan. 14, the 85- 
ycar old woman noticed that strong 
winds had blown her garbage can lid 
down the alley. Going out to pick Jt up, 
she slipped, lost her balance and top- 
pled over into the ditch. The slippery 
mud made It impossible for her to get a 
footing. Many times she colled out for 
help, but the blustery, cold wind 
drowned out her pleas. 

At about 10 p.m., neighbors across

the street noticed the widow’s lights 
weren’t on and the curtains in her living 


room were still open. Neighbor Alvin 
. Taylor .was concerned/ He grabbed a 
nought and went across the street to 
the Stoltz home. The back door was 
ajar, but Taylor found no one. He 
scorched the house, the yard, the drive- 
way and behind the garage. 

Then he called 911. Police officer Jay 
. Gardner quickly arrived, and together 
the men continued searching. There 
wero no tracks in the fresh fallen snow 
to indicate Stoltz had been' outside 
walking around. 

Thinking the woman might have gone 
CO a function at the United Methodist 
Church, Taylor called her pastor. But 
Pastor Jack Bynum soid, “No, Loura 
isn’t at church and hasn’t been here.” 

Unable to find any sign of the 
woman, the police loft and the ncight»r 
went home. 

"It was almost 11 o'clock and I should 
have gone to bed, but I just couldn’t," 
Taylor explained. “Something, it must 
have been God, kept telling me that 
Laura was In trouble and needed help, I 
just had to go back over there and look 


some more." 

The cold wind was even more fierce 
by that time. Searching through the 
dork night, Taylor retraced all the 
places he had already searched, then 
went down the alley. About 60 feet 
from the Stoltz back gate, he found 
Laura Stoltz, shivering and still strug- 
gling to get up. 

She looked at Taylor and said, “Mr. 
Taylor, can you help me?" 

Once again 911 was colled, the ambu- 
lance and police quickly arrived and 
the weakened woman was transported 
to St. Benedict’s Family Medical 
Center. Her temperature had dropped 
to 87 degrees by thot time. 

Stoltz spent a few days in the hospital 
to regain her strength and then 
returned to her home. For a long time, 
she had worn a life-line alarm, but she 
wasn’t wearing it the day of the fait 

“I just went out to get the garbage 
can lid and was coming right back,” she 
said after she was released from the

“The whole sexual thing is only 
a line in the sand,” said Awards. 
“It's, only the symptom. The real 
issue is the authority of 
Saipeure, the authority of Jesus 
ChrisL” 

And that issue has so divided 
his church for so long, he said, 
that a complete break could be 
the best and maybe the only solu- 
tion. 

“It’s like divorce. No one wants 
divorce. But there comes a time 
when it’s the lesser of two evils," 
£dwards said. “We who continue 
to live in the denomination see 
we’re not going to be able to 
move beyond this.” 

His is a drastic view of the 
debate that has eroded mainline 
denominational unity. But open 
schism is a notion increasingly 
discussed within America’s 
churches os the fighting over sex- 
ual questions and giinder roles 
wears on. 

“That conversation Is out in the 
open in the church, and it has 
been,” acknowledged Gay 
Mothershed, an official witn 
Grace Presbytery in Dallas. “But 
while this is being talked about, 
we have to be careful we aren’t 
sauced by the conversation. We 
can’t stop working toward unity 
in the church.” 

But is unity possible when the 
dividing issues arc a denomina- 
tion’s fundamental beliefs? Con 
the breaks be mended when sur- 
veys show that significant majori- 
ties of mainline congregants 
embrace traditional teachings, 
yet face proposals for sweeping 
revisions almost every year? 

“I don't think the Episcopal 
Church con split, because any- 
thing that splits would be smaller 
and weaker,” said the Rev. David 
H. Roseberry, pastor of Christ 
Episcopal Church in Plano, 
Texas. “But tragically, what’s 
happening instead is we’re splin- 
tering.” 

.While acknowledging that his 
denomination “is in terrible 
shape,” Roseberry remains opd. 
misdc: “On good days, my foith 
tells me this is the Lord’s church 
and he will provide.” 

-Statistics show that people 
have abandoned mainline 
denominations by the thousands 
in recent years, some leaving 
organized religion completely 
and others moving to more con- 
servadve churches. The exodus, 
has even affected endre congre- 
gadons, wU^ switch denomma- 
dons or give up their affiliation. 
'According to -the 1996 
Yearbook of American and 
Canadian Churches, full member- 
sjiip in the Episcopal Church fell 
more ^an 125,000 between -1990

Presbyterian Church lost more 
than 98,000 members, the United 
Methodist Church lost 62,000, tho 
Evangelical Lutheran Church

Over much the same period 
that mainline chui^es have lost ' 
membership, new nondenomina- 
tion&l movements have drawn 
hundreds of thousands of people. 
Donald E. Miller, a professor of 
religion ot the University of 
Southern California, tracked 
three if those new church move- 
ments — Calvary Chapel, the 
Vineyard Fellowship and Hope 
ChapcL 

“They tend to be very conserv- 
ative, but I think in some ways 
that’s attractive to people who 
have been adrift morally," Miller 
said. “In contrast, in a lot of these 
sinking mainline churches, 
there’s a lot of bickering going on 
regarding issues like sexuality, 
for example, that are not at tho 
core of people’s search for mean- 
ing.” 

Last year, the Presbyterian 
Church stnig^ed with a long and 
often nasty debate over 
Amendment B. the so-called 
“fidelity and chastity amend- 
ment.” It would have required 
church leaders to live “cither in 
fidelity within the covenant of 
marriage between a man and a _ 
woman or chastity in siiiglcness.” 
Anyone refusing to do so couldn’t 
be ordained or installed as a dea- 
con, elder or minister. 

Amendment B was finally 
opproved by a majority of pres- 
byteries, 97-74, after what Jerry 
Van Marter, director of the 
Presbyterian News Service, 
called “the most mean-spirited 
debate I’ve ever seen In the 
church.” And then within a few 
months, a softer version of the 
amendment was introduced at 
the Presbyterians’ General 
Assembly, and the whole process 


The new version. Amendment 
A — commonly called the “Gdcli- 
ty and integrity amendment” — 
abandons the spedde restrictions 
of Amendment B and instead 
requires “fidelity and integrity in 
marriage or singleness, and in all 
relationships of life.” 

“Candidates for ordained ofdcc 
shall acknowledge their own sin- 
fulness, their neM for repentance, 
and their reliance on the grace 
and mercy of God to fulfill the 
dudes of their office,” it states. 

Traditionalists were livid. 

“You cannot believe the anger 
and the frustration of the denom- 
ination on this,” said Edwards of 
Whitworth College. “The mistake 
is to think we’ve settled this. I 
was blown away to sec 
Amendment A come up. Now I 
believe it’s not 'Beat Amendment 
A and that will settle it.’ It will 
keep coming back.” 

According to polls conducted 
by the Presbyterian Church, 
roughly 80 percent of its mem- 
bers oppose the ordination of 
noncellbote homosexuals, said 
Van Marter.

' Ohio, said a similar poll in the 
Episcopal Church determined 
tlmt 86 percent of those re^nd- 
ing opposed ordination of non- 
celibate homosexuals and the 
same percentage opposed same- 
sex uiuons.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Gordon B. Hinckley embarked 
Friday on the first visit by a 
Mormon church president to 
Central Africa, a significant mile- 
stone for a faith that until 20 
years ago cxdudcd blacks from 
its priesthood. 

Hinckley, 87, planned to fly 
first to Nigeria, followed by stops 
in the capitals of Ghana, Kenya, 
Zimbabwe ond South Africa, 
where he also will vide DuSbun 
and Cape Town. 

During hts six-day tour, 
Hinckley's audiences outside 
South Africa will be made up pri- 
marily of blacks who have joined 
the Utah-based Church of Jesus 
Christ of Loner-day Saints since 
1978. 

On June 9 of that year, the 
church’s governing First 
Presidency, citing a revelation 
from God to then-Prcsldent 
Spencer W. Kimball, lifted the 
priesthood ban and missionaries 
quickly began proselytizing 
across the color line in Africa and 
elsewhere. 

While the church first sent mis- 
sionaries to South Africa in 1853 
and to white-ruled Rhodesia in 
1950, Mormons in southern 
Africa numbered iust 7,200 in 
1978. Since then, with missionar- 
ies targeting all ro,ces ond 
expanding their presence into 
Central Africa, the church’s 
membership has grown to rough- 
ly 100,000 in oU of Africa. 

“The church is growing in 
South Africo as it never hos 
before, but it can’t keep up with 
Nigeria,” said E. Dole LcBoron, 
professor of church history ot

members, now outstrips South 
Africa with its 24,400 Mormons. 


There are nearly 15,000 church 
members in Ghana, 6,700 in 
Zimbabwe (the former Rhodesia) 
and 2,400 in Kenya, according to 
tlic churdi's latest figures. 

Robust membership gains in 
Africa and among bbeks in Latin 
America stand in contrast to the 
faith's fur more modest succc.ss 
converting significant numbers 
of African American.s. 

In her 1994 book, “Black Saints 
in a White Churcli," BYU histori- 
an Jessie L. Embry gives the 
dmrcii solid murks for its efforts . 
tn break down cultural and racial 
barriers confronting American 
blacks who convert to 
Mormonism. 

“Yet the church’s image has 
been that it is radst,” she wrote. 
“The lack of contact of many 
Utah Mormons with African 
Americans sometimes fulfills 
expectations on insensitivity and 
cultural dumsincss.” 

It was church founder Joseph 
Smith’s successor, Brigham 
Young, who taught that dcsccn- . 
dants of the Biblical Cain were 
cursed with a black skin and 
barred from the priesthood. 
Later leaders cited an ombigu- 
ous Mormon scriptural reference 
to support their belief that 
blacks somehow had been less 
’ righteous in a prc-mortal exis- 
tence. 

By the 1960s, though, when Utc 
policy fanned a firestorm of pub- 
lic protest — dvil riglits activists 
targeted church-owned BYU with 
demonstrations anti boycotts — 
church leaders were simply say- 
ing the reasons for the rndal bon 
were known only to God. 


Religion can be a public affair, theologian says

For decades, theologian and 
historlon Martin E. Marty has 
been one of this country’s most 
influential interpreters of reli- 
gion. Marty turned 70 lost week, 
and the University of Chicago 
honored him by establishing the 
$6 million Martin E. Marty 
Center, to study the role of reli- 
gion in American public life. The 
following is on edited interview 
with Marty; 

Q. Where do you sec the point 
of tension between private and 
public religion in Amcrico 
today? 

A. An honored Americon 
-phrase is “religion is a privote 
affair.” We’ve been saying that 
for half a century at least. There 
arc some good reasons. The indi- 
vidual’s relation to God, privote 
prayer, meditating, moking 
sense of a chaotic world, looking 
for meaning, dealing with termi- 
nal illness, rejoicing when a 
baby is bom, widdng up at 3 a4n. 
and thinking how little you* ore. 
dealing with iiitcllcctual prob- 
lems of faith arc oil very private. . 
A lot of Americans think that 
exhausts what religion is. But 
there arc very good reasons 
these years to ded with religion 
in public life. One, wc should be 
rcalistic'ond accurate in our 
assessments. Many of the n^or 
things in public life arc motivat- 
ed by religion, both formal and 
institutional and private end 
personal. There is .almost never 
a medical ethics story that 
makes prime time that is not 
finally about religion or r

Q. What have been the conse- 
quences of many Americans say- 
ing, for the lost 50 years or so, 
that religion is solely a privote 
olfiur? 

A. First, rd like to talk about 
why wc arc able to talk about 
public religion now. The biggest 
difference between 1998 and 
1948 or *58 is this. Bock then 
Amcricons thought this was a 
Christian nation or a judeo- 
Christion nation or a Protestant 
nation. If ^u have just two or 
three contenders, it’s very dan- 
gerobs. Whot's happened in 
America in these 40 or 50 years 
is wc wake up now and there arc 
several million Muslims. So 
we’re not Judeo-Christian. Since 
the 1965’lramlgration laws- 
changed, there arc great num- 
bers of Asians coming in .with 
their religions. We’re learning' 
that Mormons arc all over the 
notion. That makes a very differ- 
ent mix. This has been accompa- 
nied by religion that’s gone non- 
. institutional, which usually is (a) 


code name for spirituality. It’s 
ail over the place. And the more 
it’s all over the place the safer 
you arc. You’re not dealing ivith 
a single monolith dominating 
public life. Now, what arc the 
consequences? It’s always better 
to have all the voices at the tabic 
instead of behind the door. - 
When blacks began speaking up 
for blacks and being heard, 
things changed. When all the 
ethnic, rodal and religious 
groups speak up, then you deal 
with the other very differently 
than you do if you ore talking 
about them or not listening to 
them. When we talk to each - 
other, wc.gct consensus and 
change. That can only happen in ' 
the public zone. Another conse- 
quence is wc'll understand the 
dynamics of what to do with 
America belter. More than half 
the American people arc in regu- 
lar volunteer activities, and 70 to 
80 percent of thot is done on the 
basis of religious impulse. So if 
you want volunteering, you bet- 
ter have religion. But what do 


you do, for example, when a par- 
ticular group is very effective in 
dcalhig with addiction, but 
works to get the addict born 
again. Then you have an issue. 
Wc’rc better off talking about 
that than not. 

Q. What current trends in 
American religion most fasci- 
nate you and moke you most 
eager to learn how they’ll ploy 
out? 

A. Will spirituality come to a 
kind of dead end as a fad and go 
off with the market when it i.sn’t 
as productive ns originally 
promised? That is, when holistic 
and alternative medicine don’t 
keep us alive"forever, when 
thinking the riglit thoughts don’t 
necessarily bring the spouse or 
children back, when getting in 
tunc with the universe doesn't 
do all it’s promised. In other 
words, when wc keep avoiding 
the meaning of suffering and 
limits in life, which today's spiri- 
tuality — the marketplace ver- 
sion— docs.

Iraq dispute shows strain in U.S.-Russia ties 


MOSCOW (AP) — The U.S.- 
Russitm spEt over Iraq underlines 
how tics betweert Moscow and 
Washington have cooled as the 
Russians try to reassert them- 
selves as a world power. 

While there is no danger of 
reviving the Cold War rivalry 
that dominated the world for 
more than 45 years, the diplomat- 
ic honeymoon that foUowcd the 
coUapsc of the Soviet Union in 
1991 is coming to on end. 

Both Moscow and Washington 
value good relations, but there 
arc likely to be more and more 
disagreements os Russia goes its 
own way. 

Russia’s opposition to the use 
of force in Iraq i$ the latest in a 
series of foreign policy-disputes 
with the United States. Moscow 
bitterly opposes NATO mmonsion 
in cast Europe, and Parliament, 
has blocked tho START n mis- 
sile-reduction treaty with 
Washington. 

Moscow also is building links 
with China, saying tho world 
must not bo dominated by the 
United States.

U.N. chief will send mapping teams to locate Iraqi sites 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
parching for a diplomatic solu- 
tion to the Iraq crisis, U.N. chief 
Kofi Annan said Friday he was 
sending a “technical team” to 
Baghdad to map the eight sites 
the Iraqis have placed off-limits 
to U.N. arms insp^ors. 

Annan made the announce- 
ment after meeting for more than 
an hour with representatives of 
the five permanent Security 
Council members — the United 
States, Russia, Britain, France 
and China. 

The U.N. sccrctoiy-gcncral said 
the meeting produced “large 
areas of common ground” among 
the five. Russia and France have 
urged a diplomatic solution and 


oppose a U.S. miEtary anack. 

Annan is under pressure from 
Russia, China and Arab countries 
to go to Baghdad himself and 
negotiate with the Iraqis. The sec- 
retary-general said he had no 
plans to do so at this time. 

“I also infonned the permanent 
representatives of my decision to 
send a technical team to foghdad 
this weekend to work with ^q to 
map the presidential sites urgent- 
ly,” Annan said. “I expect them 
to conclude this task withm three 
to four days.” 

U.N. officials said the team 
would include two mapmakers 
from the UJ4. office in Vienna. 

In Moscow, Russian Forcjgn 
Minister Yevgeny Primakov 


urged Anron to go to Baghdad to 
negotiate a peaceful end to the 
crisis. 

“We beEcvc that this is a very 
important moment for the 
Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, Kofi Annan, to visit 
Iraq,” Primakov said. Russia has 
staunchly opposed use of force 
□gainst Saddam Hussein. 

In Paris, a French diplomat, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said France was also 
encouraging the sccrctaiy-gcncr- 
ol to go. 

Annan has been resisting such 
pressures until there is a clear 
sign Iraq is wiEing to meet U.S. 
and British demands for unre- 
stricted access to all suspected 


weapons sites by members of the 
U.N. Special Commission. 

The commission, known as 
UNSCOM, has been trying for 
seven years to determine if 
Baghdad has complied with 
orders, issued in 1991 after the 
Persian Gulf War, to destroy oU 
long-range missiles and mass 
destruction weapons. 

That is the main condition for 
lifting crippUng economic sanc- 
tions imposed in 1990 after 
Saddam mvaded Kuwait, trigger- 
ing the Gulf conflicL

At times, duplicate players ore 
likely to do foolish things — oUln 
the name of gaining a possible 
slight advantage for an extra 
trick. Today's West tied his own 
noose. His misguided lead-direct- 
ing double backfired, and the op- 
ponents were quick to hang him. 

Over North’8-20-2l HOP open- 
ing, South bid three diamonds, 
promising five or more hearts and 
osldng opener to bid three hearts 
(Jacoby Transfer). Left alone, 

. North would have bid three hearts 
and.South would have raised to 
four. North would then have made 
five or six hearts, depending on- 
whethcr West gets his two aces. 

With such a good hand and 
with four excellent diamonds. 
North redoubled and that became 
tbc.final contract The result was 
truly bizarre. 

West led the dub 10, and South 
promptly cashed four lop clubs, 
discanling oil his spades. A spade 
ruff came next, followed by a low 
heart to dummy’s king for another 
spade ruff. A second low heart 
went' to dummy’s queen, and 
dumm/s last dub was led. South 
ruffing with his last trump. West 
ovcmiffcd, but regardless of what 
he did now, he could win only two 
more diamond tricks. Making the 
redoubled contract with an over- 
trick produced the unusual score 
of 1,240 points for North-South, 
earning a bottom score for Elasl- 
WesL 

What did the lead-directing 
double rate to gain? Not much. 
North was the favorite to hold the 
diamond king, so the possibility of 
gaining an extra diamond trick 
was, at Dcst, remote.

Put yourself in West’s chair 
and follow the ploy, looking at only 
the bidding and the North and 
.West car^. See If you can find the 
best exit after South gives your 
side the lead In an uneasy end po- 
sition. 

South takes dummy's club ace, 
draws trumps, and e»ts with the 
diamond jack. West plays his 
queen, but East overtakes and 
leads a club. (Bast’s play might 
have been Important had West led 
from K-q-lo.) West wins and 
cashes his lost dub, and East dis- 
cards. What should West lead 
now? 

Before deciding, he must 
view the bidding and play. The 
ploy indicates thot South started 
with five hearts and four clubs. 
Most likely, his diamond Jack was 
a singleton (East's massive pre- 
empt), which loaves South with 
three spades.
